Cutbacks expected 
to save schools 
about $91,000

Educational cutbacks approved by 
the school board last Tuesday will 
save an estimated $91,000 a school 
official revealed yesterday. 
The estimate came from assistant 
superintendent Mel Wilde, on the 
heels of reports that detailed dollar 
estim ates 
had 
been 
disclosed 
publicly earlier yesterday. There 
was no immediate explanation as to 
why the dollar estimates had not 
been made public prior to a vote by 
the school board Tuesday on cutback 
recommendations of Supt. Glen 
Wegner. 
Wilde said, “ Pm doing the best 
I can to answer your questions in the 
absence of the superintendent.” 
Wegner 
was 
not 
available 
for 
comment, and was reportedly out of 
the district. 
A document produced by Wilde 
shows these dollar amounts as 
s a v i n g s 
f r o m 
c u t b a c k 
recommendations 
to 
meet 
the 
reality of falling school enrollment: 
$39,316 saved by combining four 
elementary 
schools under 
two 
principals; 
$37,684 saving 
by 
curtailing classified personnel at the 
district’s 14 elementary schools; 
$12,054 savings in fixed charges; 
$1,860 savings by replacing two 
secretaries with two clerks who 
receive less money. 


An additional sum of $36,500 would 
be saved when one psychologist, one 
nurse and one speech therapist 
leave 
the 
district 
or 
retire 
(attrition). 
It 
was this 
latter 
recommendation that became the 
focal point for opposition of Lompoc 
Education Association (LEA) and it 
was 
the 
lone 
recommendation 
opposed by Trustee Karl Braun. 
Braun was in basic agreement 
with the other recommendations, 


but cast the only vote against the 
total package because he opposed 
the loss of educational specialists at 
the elementary school level. 
During 
last 
Tuesday’s 
school 
board meeting, requests for specific 
dollar 
amounts 
on 
what 
the 
recommendations would save were 
rebuffed. 
Evan 
Brossman, 
who 
is 
a 
candidate for a seat on the board in 
the April 
17 election, told the 
trustees there were four points or 
questions they should resolve before 
a vote on the recommendations. 
Point two on his list was a plea for 
specific dollar estimates. 
When 
asked 
Thursday 
if 
the 
trustees had the dollar savings 
estim ates in their hands Tuesday, 
Braun 
replied: 
‘‘Copies 
were 
handed out.” 
Specific dollar amounts on the 
estimated savings were reportedly 
announced 
publicly 
by 
Trustee 
Archie Nogle Thursday morning. He 
could not be reached today for 
comment. A spokesman for the 
trustee said he was attending a 
business meeting in Los Angeles 
County. 
Wegner has resisted persistent 
efforts 
to 
learn 
the 
estimated 
savings of his recommendations. 
Some weeks ago, soon after the 
recommendations were announced, 
Wegner told the audience at a school 
board meeting he was not going to 
disclose dollar estim ates for fear he 
would be called a liar. 
He referred to the controversy 
that developed last year when he 
announced the savings that could be 
expected by closing two elementary 
schools. The board rejected the 
recommendation, but set a review 
of the question of cutbacks for 
February. That review has now 
come about. 


Largest group yet of 


POWs headed for home

The 
larg est 
contingent 
of 
American prisoners of war to head 
homeward so far, including the 
POW held longest in North Vietnam 
and a civilian imprisoned six years 
by the Viet Cong, flew to the United 
States today for the happy reunions 
which already have greeted many of 
their comrades. 
“ It has been a long time coming, 
b u t 
we 
a re 
fina ll y 
going 
home—home to the greatest country 
in the whole wide world,” said Navy 
Lt. Cmdr. Everett Alvarez before 
leaving on the flight from Clark Air 
Base in the Philippines. Alvarez was 
a POW in North Vietnam longer 
than any other —8Vz years. 
The first of three flights carrying 
20 men each back to the United 


States arrived today at Travis Air 
est one-day 
o p e r a t i o n 
Force Base in the biggest one-day 
“ Oi 
r e t u r n 
of 
Homecoming.” 
When Capt. David E. Baker cam e 
out of the plane he waved away a 
wheelchair brought for his use and 
slowly made his way down the plane 
ramp on crutches. 
The two other flights were three 
and six hours behind the first. Sixty- 
three POWs already had returned to 
the United States and the final 20 of 
the 143 released by the Communists 
Monday were scheduled to leave 
Clark Saturday.

Judge orders school desegregation 


WASHINGTON ( U P I ) —A federal 
judge today ordered the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW) to start proceedings that 
could lead to a cutoff of federal 
funds for many public higher educa­ 
tional institutions and public school 
systems in 16 states. 


Under the ruling, which could 
affect 
an 
estimated 
3 
million 
students from the grade school 
through the university level, HEW 
must see that none of the 16 states 
receives federal funds for use in 


s e g r e g a t e d 
s c h o o l s . 
T h a t 
requirement comes under the 1964 
Civil Rights Act. 


U.S. District Judge John H. P ratt 
ordered HEW to start moving within 
four 
months against all 
public 
higher 
educational 
systems 
in 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Oklahoma, 
North Carolina, Florida, Arkansas, 
Pennsylvania, Georgia. Maryland 
and Virginia. 


P ratt 
ordered 
similar 
action 
begun within two months against all 
elementary and high school systems 


in these 10 states and some systems 
in Kentucky, South Carolina. Ten­ 
nessee. Texas, West Virginia and 
Missouri. 
Among the steps required under 
P ratt’s order is that HEW approve 
desegregation plans submitted by 
the affected school systems or 
conduct hearings to withhold federal 
financial aid. 


P ratt’s order was based on a 
decision he issued Nov. 16 in a 
“class action’’ suit brought by the 
NAACP Legal Defense Fund in 


behalf of all black elementary, 
secondary and higher education 
students in the 16 states. In that

U.S. helicopter on peace 


trip shot down near An Loc 


SAIGON (UPI) — An unarmed 
U.S. supply helicopter on loan to the 
peace*keeping 
Joint 
Military 
Commission was shot down and 
burst into flames today near An Lw. 
Field reports said all five of its 
crew m en 
w ere 
injured,

seriously. 
U.S. military sources said the 
CH47 
Chinook,

commission, did not carry arm s or 
the

fuselage. They said it was ferrying 
material for a field headquarters 


under construction at An Loc, a 
provincial capital 60 miles north of 
Saigon. 
Field reports said the chopper 
went down in flames in the jungle 
seven miles south of An Loc and one 
report said the craft was riddled 
with machinegun fire all the way 
down to the ground. The identity of 
the gunners was not known.

helicopter, also unarmed, picked up 
the crewmen while small arm s fire 
was still crackling and flew them to 
the U.S. Army 3rd Field Hospital on 
the outskirts of Saigon. 


It was the third U.S. helicopter

Vietnam cease-fire took effect Jan. 
28. The first two were downed the 
first day of the truce and four 
crewmen were wounded. One of 
them died later to become the last 
American killed m Vietnam combat 
thus far.

That’s been the current question 
in county planning since the election 
of “ no growth” supervisors Frank J. 
Frost of Montecito - Carpinteria 
(First district) and Jam es M. Slater 
of the second district (Santa Ynez 
and Goleta), each of whom has 
brought new “ no growth” members 
to the County Planning Commission. 
The four southern county planning 
members are matched by four more 
or less “ pro growth” members from 
the 
north 
county, 
nominees of 
Supervisors 
Curtis 
Tunnell 
and 
Francis Beattie of the fifth and 


fourth districts (Santa Maria and 
Lompoc). 
This 
has 
left 
Commissioner 
Donald R. Sansum, the sole second 
district (Santa Barbara) appointee 
as the swing man on close votes. 
Robert 
C. 
Lilley, 
a 
Lompoc 
realtor 
and 
one 
of 
our 
two 
commission representatives, doubts 
the wisdom of an entirely no growth 
ethic for either the county or 
Lompoc. 
“ 1 think that the big crisis in 
planning at the moment is the so- 
called no growth ethic. It’s a problem 
because 
all 
of 
our 
land 
use 
regulations 
and 
government 
is 
designed on the old American ethic 
of growth,” Lilley opened. 


Growth is basic to the smooth 
functioning 
of 
our 
society, 
he 
countered. Banks predicate business 
and other loans on it, employment is 
largely based on it, even Frost’s 
proposed bonds to compensate land 
owners for losses through county 
down-zoning for conservation would 
depend on some type of growth for 
their payment. 


In fact, he said, towns either grow 
or they die. There is no suspended 
animation in economics 
“There really isn’t any history of 
a static community. What happens 
to a static community is that it 
retrogrades.”

Airports post guards to hold up fines 


WASHINGTON (UPI( - Faced with 
$1,000 a day fines if they don’t comply with 
a government order, 531 airports around 
the nation today posted some 4,500 armed 
guards at airport boarding gates to thwart 
hijackers. 


The court battle over thé armed guard 
program ended Thursday when a three 
judge panel of the U.S. District Court of 
Appeals refused to continue-, an earlier 
low er 
co u rt 
o rd er 
blocking 
the 
government’s antihijacking program. 


But the panel did attach conditions to its 


order. Ihe I cUciui Aviation Administra­ 
tion (FAA) was not allowed to fine any 
airport which attempted ‘‘in good faith ” to 
meet the armed guard requirement.’ 
The agency was also required to hold

operators about inability to provide the 
guards 
The 
court 
also 
ordered 
the 
government to continue the use of federal 
security police at airports unable to 
provide a full complement of guards at all 
airport boarding gates.

Rich policeman 
goes back on beat

It is getting harder these days to find the border where 
Hollywood’s 
shoot-em-ups merge into real life cops-’n- 
robbers. 
Joe Wambaugh is back on the streets. 
His return to detective work this week astonished 
everyone, he said —“ including me, I don’t know why I do 
this.” 
Wambaugh is now a wealthy man, having garnered 
hundreds of tKrusands of dollars from his best-selling 
novels “The New Centurions” and “The Blue Knight,” the 
film rights to both, a few upcoming television shows, and a 
non-fiction book he just finished. 
He has what he calls “ a typical rich m an’s house” in the 
suburb of San Marino, a new Cadillac, and, by his own 
estimation, enough money and future income “ to live on a 
yacht off Bermuda for the rest of my life.” 
“ Until Monday, I was still assuring my wife I was 
planning to resign,” he said. A six-month leave of absence, 
to write a book, ended Tuesday. 
“ But I was tired of sitting around my big, expensive 
living room. My Cadillac bored m e.” 
So Tuesday morning he strapped on his pistol and picked 
up his badge. 
“ I thought my wife was going to faint.” 
The reaction was the same from his colleagues when he 
reported for duty at the Hollenbeck Division, where he is a 
homicide detective in the tough, Mexican-American area of 
East Los Angeles. 
Is it difficult to be both rich and a detective? “ Well, I’ll 
probably take fewer chances because I’ve got more to 
protect, but I haven’t changed too much—I still expect free 
drinks in the bars just because I’m a cop.” 
“ But I guess at least I’m out of the chief’s doghouse 
now,” Wambaugh laughed. 
Wambaugh and Chief Edward M. Davis once clashed over 
Wambaugh’s portrayal in his novels of police life, and the 
chief “ admonished” him.

Consultant may be needed 
for county open space study 


The County Planning Department staff, swamped with 
m ajor assignm ents caused by mandated programs and a 
continued heavy volume of county chores, may have to call 
on an outside consultant to com plete the county’s open 
space elem ent in its general plan, the County Planning 
Commission was told this week. 
Planning Director B ritt Johnson told the commission also 
that he thought the commission might have to ask the state 
for another extension of tim e to bring the general plan and 
zoning into consistency. 
The initial deadline of last Jan . 1 was extended to June 30, 
and Johnson said the advance planning division of his 
department 
has 
become 
enbroiled 
in 
heavy 
duties 
reviewing environmental im pact documents and related 
work since last fall. It can give only three-quarters of its 
work tim e now to the consistency program , he said 
Currently, the work involving the housing elem ent to the 
general plan is being handled by a private consultant, 
Johnson declared, under the supervision of the Area 
Planning Council. This elem ent must be completed by June 
30 as well. 
General plan elem ents must be finished on tim e to enable 
the county to be eligible for state and federal planning 
grants.

proposals for a backbone storm drain 
system that Councilman Sol Lefkowitz 
predicted can be built in tim e for the next 
rainy season. 
Lefkow itz 
is 
co-chairm an 
of 
the 
com m ittee with planning com m issioner 
William Fick. 


The system can be built for an estim ated 
construction cost of $482,000 plus about 12 
per cent of that amount for engineering and 
additional sums for the relocation of utility 
lines where necessary. Lefkowitz told his 
fellow 
com m itteem en 
Details 
of 
the 
system 
were 
spelled 
out 
by 
Barry 
Gustafson, acting city engineer. 


The system would empty into an east- 


west drainage canal that runs near the 
north edge of the city. That in turn drains 
into the Santa Ynez River. A tentative 
itinerary shows the drainage line running 
south from the canal along F Street to 
Chestnut Avenue, then along Chestnut to E 
Street, along E to Cypress Avenue, then 
along Cypress to A Street, and along A to 
Olive Avenue and finally southerly from 
there. 


Lefkowitz proposes to finance the cost 
from a variety of sources without the 
necessity 
of 
a 
bond 
issue. 
Under 
consideration is a sum of about $120,000 
from 
the 
flood 
con trol 
d is tr ic t's 
accumulated capital improvement fund; 
and the balance possibly from gas tax 
monies or other sources including newly 
enacted SB 325 which provides money for a 
variety of municipal needs. 


The com m ittee voted unanimously to 
recommend the storm drain package to the 
City Council. Besides Lefkowitz there was 
Virgil Phelps. Harley Craig and M orns 
Sobhani. 
Max Wilson, president of the 
Lompoc Resource Conservation District, 
and Bob Long, conservationist were also on 
hand. 
Phelps 
went 
along 
with 
his 
fellow 
comm itteem en despite some reservations 
on the proposal for the use of gas tax 
monies 
that 
are 
normally 
used 
for 
resurfacing of key streets. 
It was the latter issue that led Gustafson 
to spell out an alternate proposal by Jam es 
Stubchaer. county flood control chief, for 
the use of D Street for the storm drain 
instead of E because D is listed as a select 
street in the city’s m aster plan 
Before the com m ittee voted. Lefkowitz 
made an impassioned plea for support. 


‘ We're like a dog chasing its own tail in 
term s of fixing streets torn up by our 
present

drainage system ,' 
he 
declared.

dollars repairing the streets for this reason 
and I want it stopped 


He 
said 
water 
permeates

The 
storm drain proposal would eliminate most 
of the storm drain problems for about 60 
per cent of the central and southeast areas 
of the city according to Lefkow itz. Western 
areas apparently would also be aided 


Earlier 
Gustafson 
presented

showing the city could bring significant 
improvement to chronic drain problems in 
the east and southeast portions by minor 
redesigns of some facilities He cited the 
intersections of A Street with Walnut and 
Cypress Avenues in particular

Hitch claims UC will lose 
$80 million in federal funds 


LOS A N G ELEES < U P I ) - Charles J . Hitch, president of 
the University of California, says the system stands to lose 
about $80 million in federal money in the next two years if 
President Nixon’s budget proposals are carried out 
The proposals spell “ more bad news, and on a large order 
of magnitude,“ Hitch told a meeting of the Board of R e­ 
gents finance com m ittee 


He said the proposals, which must be approved by 
Congress, would mean the elimination of 
several of our 
key program s” and drastic reductions in others 


Hardest hit would be UC medical schools, other health 
science programs, and students who would receive less 
financial aid. 


He said the proposed cutbacks in medical and biomedical 
training grants and fellowships would cost I C medical 
schools $18 million, and other proposed slashes would 
elim inate or reduce federal support for nursing and other 
health programs.

tion in any other way write 
to Low and he will put it in 
the hands of the National 
Tire Dealers and Retreaders 
Association which, in turn, 
will take up the matter with 
the appropriate m e m b e r 
company. 
‘ A m e r i c a n 
business­ 
men are not trying to cheat 
the consumer,” Low said 
Businessmen, he insists, are 
sincere in t h e i r desire to 
serve the public with the 
best products they can pro­ 
duce at the lowest price pos- 


sible so as to make a reason­ 
able profit. 
"If businessmen can’t do 
that,” he said, "the buying 
public will shy away from 
their products and they’ll 
soon go out of business. 
"It is to everyone’s advan- 
t a g e — the manufacturer, 
the dealer and the consum­ 
er,” he added "that the pub­ 
lic be served good products 
and all honest businessmen 
really want to do that 
It’s 
just plain good business.” 
There’s no way, of course, 
to make 100 per cent sure 
that no faulty products get 
into customers 
hands but 
Low’s viewpoint is that good 
businessmen try hard to cull 
out faulty products. 
Going to the trade associa­ 
tion is just what the federal 
government does in a good 
m a n y 
instances. 
Shortly 
after Mrs. Virginia Knauer 
was appointed Special As­ 
sistant to President Nixon 
for Consumer Affairs she in­ 
itiated a beltline of commu­ 
nication between her office 
in the White House and the 
offices of American industry. 
She did so by the simple ex­ 
pedient of writing a letter, 
I olio wed up by a conference 
with the American Society of 
Association Executives. 


This national association is 
made up of the men and 
women who manage Amer­ 
ica's trade and professional 
associations and it was the 
link Mrs. Knauer needed to 
r e a c h American business 
and industry 
The results of her letter 
and her meeting with the of­ 
ficials of ASAE was that all 
of the key industrial associa­ 
tions in the country agreed 
to do something about the 
consumer complaints which 
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almost all the missing high 
cards; count his potential 
losers and see that there are 
four of them 
and

when he asks, "how can I 
make this hand?" he will see 
there is an extra chance. 
Then he lets West hold that

The cus­ 
tomer himself is sometimes 
at fault. 
For example, a

man 
claimed that several things 
had gone wrong with his new 
car. He said he got no satis­ 
faction after several trips 
to the dealer. The National 


Automobile Dealers Associa­ 
tion turned the matter over 
to the New Hampshire Auto­ 
mobile Dealers Association 
and that organization made 
a thorough investigation. 


A third party examined 
the car and found it to be 
in perfect shape except for a 
slight problem with the rear 
wheels which had caused ex­ 
cessive t i r e wear — and 
which had been caused by 
customer overloading It was 
fixed for $30 A short time 
later the customer was ar­ 
rested on the turnpike for 
operating the vehicle while 
it was grossly overloaded 
and towing a trailer 


Not all complaints can be 
solved. But it’s worth writ­ 
ing a letter if you have a 
legitimate p r o b l e m . The 
trade association will help 
whenever it can. 


It’s one more avenue for 
the frustrated consumer to 
investigate. And in m o s t 
cases help can be f o u n d 
there.

The “ Brave Trek” may seem like 
a funny name for a new way to 
register for classes but it is the 
name chosen by Mr. Bob Mott, vice- 
principal of Lompoc High 


Under 
this 
new 
system 
of 
registration, it gives the students 
more say-so in choosing periods, 
teachers and starting time. It gives 
teachers 
a 
chance 
to 
give 
information and advice to students 
as they enroll in their classes. It will 
cut down drastically on schedule 
changes and other interruptions 
which have occurred during the first 
two 
weeks of 
each 
semester. 
“ Trek” also gives a student a 
chance to learn how a college 
scheduling system works and it 
allows the student to change his 
course selection right up to the first 
day of school, providing the new 
course he chooses has openings. 


The way “ Brave Trek” works 
sounds 
complicated, 
but 
it 
is 
relatively easy to understand This 
month 
the 
students make out 
tentative course choices on the 
sheets given to them. These choices 
will determine what courses will be 
offered next fall. Between now and 
Juné students will be given a chance 
to see their counselors and review 
the choices made on their work 
sheets. At the end of summer, 


sometime in August, the partially 
completed work sheets will be 
mailed to the student along with a 
schedule of classes showing all 
courses, the teachers, and periods 
offered 
The student and their 
parents review the courses shown on 
the work sheet and make out the 
student’s preferred schedule using 
the format provided at the bottom of 
their work sheets. 


When students come to school on 
the first day they will bring their 
work sheet with them at the 
registration time assigned for their 
grade level. If the student cannot 
get into any or all of his choices, he 
must make necessary adjustments 
at that time. 
The only problems that might 
come about because of this system 
is that seniors get to choose first 
then 
juniors, 
sophomores 
and 
freshmen 
last. 
Under-classmen 
might have some difficulty getting 
into their chosen classes but they 
will have an easier time as they 
progress through the grades. The 
only other set back of the program is 
that 
it 
might 
show 
teacher 
favoritism. 
Although the school is using a new 
system, students should still be 
aware of prerequisites needed to 
enter the different classes.

Rancho Alegre, 213 acres and 
valued at $366,000, is Santa Bar­ 
bara County’s chief Scouting fa­ 
cility. 
Located high in the moun­ 
tains bordering Lake Cachuma, 
the camp was donated in 1964. 
Following its donation, a plan­ 
ned development program was 
initiated which now puts a val­ 
ue on facilities totaling $113, 
146. 
Many donated labor and 
materials for the development. 
Facilities include troop service 
building, health lodge, troop 
leader lodge, swimming pool 
with dressing rooms, rotary ri­ 
fle range, ten troop campsites, 
water 
system, campfire bowl 
and other improvements. 
Scouting started some years 
before World War I in Santa 
Barbara County but it was not 
until October 1919 that a Coun­ 
cil was officially organized with 
the assistance of the Santa Bar­ 
bara Rotary Club. 
The 
name Santa 
Barbara 
Council was selected because 
jurisdiction of the Council was 
limited to Santa Barbara. 
By 
1923, the Council’s influence 
had spread to all other parts 
of the County, except Santa 
Maria and Orcutt. 
By 1925, 
all of this and San Luis Obis­ 
po Counties as far north as 
King City was included. 
In 
1930, the name " Mission Coun­ 
cil’ 
was adopted and three 
years later its jurisdiction was 
finally changed to cover Santa 
Barbara County only. 
From its meager start with 


just 12 boys on the official 
rolls in 1919, the council is 
now 
serving over 7,000 boys 
each year. 
During its his­ 
tory covering almost 50 years 
of operation, over 40,CKX) in all 
have enjoyed and received the 
benefits of Scouting and its les­ 
sons of outdoor living, its char­ 
acter building and its physi­ 
cal fitness programs. 
There are 
22,500 boys of 
Scouting ages in our schools, 
according to school adminis­ 
trators — and they estimated 
that in the county there will 
be 65,000 boys in this age 
bracket within the next five 
years. 
With the same growth rate 
as that experienced by Mis­ 
sion Council during the past 
five years, the Council can ful­ 
ly expect a membership of at 
least 12,000 boys. 
The first real Scouting home 
was the “El Cuartel,” purchas­ 
ed in 1939 when the Council 
had a total of 692 members 
The 
headquarters was Santa 
Barbara’s oldest adobe. Prior 
to the purchase of “ El Cuar­ 
tel,“ the scout headquarters 
was located at eight different 
addresses. 
Late in 1962, arrangements 
were made to sell the adobe to 
the Santa Barbara Trust for 
Historic Preservation. 
Coun­ 
cil headquarters are presently 
located at 4000 Modoc Rd., San­ 
ta Barbara. 
Local headquar­ 
ters are in the Lompoc Theater 
Building.

The sponsor (institution char­ 
tered to carry on Scouting) 
appoints three or more men 
to serve as “ the board of di­ 
rectors” of the troop.

mittee, is responsible for the 
selection of the key troop lead­ 
er — the Scoutmaster. 
The 
troop committee has other re­ 
sponsibilities: representing the 
institution, providing a satis­ 
factory 
troop meeting place, 
supervising finances, assisting 
In providing camping opportun­ 
ities, and giving the Scoutmas­ 
ter the help he may require.

the Santa Ynez Valley is reviewed and 
acted on by the county supervisors. 
An environmental impact appraisal of 
the 
project 
by 
county 
planners 
acknowledges that while the project could 
be a “ community asset in many ways,” it 
could also spur a rapid development of 
residential and commercial on adjoining 
properties and this could “ negate the 
amenities” of the ranch development. 


Water problem in Canyon 


The county government's preoccupation 
with the water scarcity problem is now 
extending to the north county’s remote 
Tepusquet Canyon area. 
ihe county’s lechnical Review Stall 
(TRS) on Thursday sought to learn whether 
permits can be required to drill water 
wells in an area of water scarcity as in the 
Tepusquet region southeast of Santa Maria. 
Staff members, while recommending 
environmental clearance for a proposed lot 
split of a 40-acre parcel into four lots at 
Tepusquet Canyon and Colson Canyon 
intersection, nevertheless voted to call 
attention of the county supervisors to the 
fact that water scarcity can become a real 
problem in the area with more density and 
more water wells drilled. 
County Planning Director Britt Johnson, 
chairman of TRS, later looked over the 


county code and said there was no 
requirement in it for a permit for drilling 
of water wells.

Commission told the developer of a

condominium 
in water-short 
Goleta 
Valley 
that 
it 
would 
look 
unfavorably on any attempt to set up a 
private water system utilizing ground 
water, because the Goleta water district 
was mining that supply to serve present 
customers. 
The application for the Tepusquet lot 
split came from Willard W. McEwen, Jr. 
County Fire Prevention Officer Herbert 
Gordon, a staff member, remarked that 
the Tepusquet area was building up 
rapidly. 


Church wins sign fight for sign

Valley 
Church won its fight this 
week 
before the County 
Planning Commission to get 
a zoning variance to allow a 
roadside sign larger in size 
than allowed by the highly 
restrictive 
county 
sign 
ordinance. 
The First Baptist Church, 
of Solvang, located between 
State Highway 246 and Janin 
Way, west of Marcelino Dr., 
won commission approval 
for a 32 square foot sign, as 
opposed to a maximum of 20 
square feet for an offsite 
church sign. 
The commission ruled in 
favor of the variance 5-4 on 
the 
basis 
that 
other 
churches in the area have 
outsized 
signs, and 
also 
because 
of 
topography 
involved 
in 
the 
Baptist 
Church 
property. Church 
officials said the present 
smaller sign was difficult 
for passing motorists to see, 
and 
claimed 
its 


congregation was made up 
by 
many 
transient 
churchgoers, 
especially 
during the summer months. 


Commissioner 
Jam es 
Bartlettt, of Santa Ynez 
Valley, said he felt the 
recommendation 
of 
the 
valley’s 
Planning 
and 
Zoning Committee for a 32- 
square foot sign was a “ fair 
compromise.” He observed 
the 
recommendation 
as 
approved also called for 
removal of a church wall 
sign. 


Boyd 
Bettencourt, 
of 
Santa Ynez Valley, former 
planning 
commission 
member, 
told 
the 
commission that at least 
one other church enjoys a 
sign 
larger than county 
standards. 
Planning Director Britt 
Johnson had reservations 
about granting the variance. 
He said he was “ afraid 


that we will have problems 
in the future,” due to the 
variance. 
“ I can think of 10 to 15 
service station sites in the

Lilley used the high construction costs in 
Lompoc’ 
in 
the early 
fifties 
as 
an 
illustration that suppliers and contractors 
can’t afford to set up shop in an area 
entirely bereft of growth. Their goods and 
services are consequently very scarce and 
very dear. 
The availability of water, an item Frost 
has cited to illustrate that certain areas 
have surpassed the capability of their 
environment to support their population, 
isn’t an entirely valid argument for no 
growth either, the local realtor added. 
Water availability has frequently come 
only after population growth has created 
strong economic demands for it. 
“ If you say water (isn’t adequately 
available i and you follow that to it’s logical 
ending, there wouldn't be any city of Santa 
Barbara 
or 
Ventura, 
there certainly 
wouldn’t be any city of Lompoc. 
“ Of course, It’s pretty hard to see a no 
growth problem in Lompoc or even in 
Santa Maria We obviously have a lot of 
room and we have obviously have no great 
pollution problem or any other problems 
that are caused by too many people” 
But Lilley agreed that a rampant, 
uncontrolled growth situation is possible 
here 
“ I don't see that you have a tight growth 
situation, just don’t believe it exists 1 think 
It could exist If we had a tremendous 
expansion at Vandenberg, it could occur. If 
we have occur to us in the late 70’s what 
occurred to us in the last late 5(J’s, it would 
be very difficult to control ” 
There is an eventual physical limit to 
growth, Lilley agreed, which American 
cities have amply demonstrated But, he 
stipulated, 
the 
optimum 
human 
environment and quality of 
life are 
subjective There are people who love New 
York still 
The point of maximum growth, then, is a 
matter of public consensus and decision by 
local representatives, not a cut and dry 
matter, he indicated. 
“ One of the problems that we have now 
in the county,” Lilley returned to the 
regional topic, “ is that you have .some 
doctrinaire people elected to office in the 
south county at least, and I think they’re 


reading the county as a whole as being the 
same as the constituencies they represent, 
and 1 don't think that’s true. 
"We are, 1 think, more closely allied in 
the fourth and fifth districts to the San Luis 
area than we are to the Santa Barbara 
area. It’s a fact of life. Our people are 
different. They have different occupations 
and 1 think they view things differently.” 
The local planner referred to the recent 
Hart'MacGillivray 
assembly 
election 
results to demonstrate his case. 
One 
plain 
on 
which 
county 
representatives either concur or, as in the 
case of the proposed Insignis development 
near Santa Ynez, scuffle, is the county 
general plan. 
The general plan, as Lilley and former 
County Planning Director Richard S. 
Whitehead describe it, as a means by 
which new development in the county may 
be fit into an ordered pattern when the 
need arises. No one feels that there are no 
problems with the general plan. 
One of the aspects of it that rankles 
Lilley is a ruling that it is not inconsistent 
for areas which 
are 
allowed future 
residential use in the plan to presently be 
zoned for agriculture. 
One effect of this ruling, the realtor said, 
IS that it considers agricultural zoning 
transitional and only held in storage for 
development Another thing about it is that 
since It has become harder to alter zones 
and make designations transitional, the 
ruling has tended to freeze agricultural 
lands for even needed development. 
“ Frost says that the way to control 
growth IS through the general plan. 1 think 
it’s the best way to control growth that 1 
know of 1 think it’s a poor precedent to say 
that agriculture is a transient zoning and 
could change tomorrow. That was true five 
years ago but it sure as hell isn’t true now. 
Take the fight over the Insignis project. 
That’s a beatiful example” 
Another bug with the plan, according to 
Lilley, IS the tendency to want to make 
every zoning map conform with it Then, 
he said, what you have is a zoning map but 
no real general plan, which should project 
future needs rather than present ones

However, Reinecke admits his bid to become California's 
next governor in 1974 could be hurt by reports of his connec­ 
tion with Jerome A. Pierce, 35, of Hollywood, 
Reinecke’s office said Tuesday the Republican official’s 
only contact with Pierce “ was in the course of routine 
social calls in the office on three occasions.” 
The Los Angeles Times reported Pierce, currently under 
investigation by the Los Angeles District Attorney’s office 
for alleged insurance fraud, used a friendship with top 
Reinecke aide Morris E. Curry to gain entrance to 


Reinecke’s office over the last six months. 
With the help of Curry, the Times said. Pierce was able to 
pass himself off as a Reinecke intimate, taking police and 
political friends on junkets to Sacramento for the “ red 
carpet” treatment. 
The newspaper report said Pierce, who calls himself a 
financial consultant, on one occasion visited Reinecke’s 
office and propped his feet on the lieutenant governor’s 
desk while Reinecke was away from his office. 
When Reinecke returned, the Times said, he greeted 
Pierce with a warm, “ Hi, Jerry.” Reinecke’s office said 
the lieutenant governor could recall no such incident. 
Reinecke’s office issued a three-sentence statement 
saying the lieutenant governor’s only contact with Pierce 
“ was in the course of routine social calls in the office on 
three occasions.”

Thursday, said Glenwaters had made “ a 
tremendous contribution to the state of 
California for more than six years in a 
number of demanding assignments.”

tired of the boredom of the assembly line, 
sick and tired of being exposed to stupid 
rules of discipline,” said Jim Donegan, a 
Canadian auto worker from Oshawa, 
Ontario. 
“ They are sick and tired about their role 
in general,” he said. “ They want some 
action. This is the type of situation we’ve 
reached. 
“ We talk of dignity and humanizing the 
working conditions,” he said “ I think it’s 
time we gave the worker back his dignity.”

The Lompoc Unified School Disttict 
board of trustees this week approved all 
recommendations of the administration to 
financially cope with the problem of 
declining enrollment. 
The 4-1 vote action was certainly taken 
in opposition to the views of the public 
present. 
Despite the emotions, it is doubtful that 
any taxpayer would argue over the fact 
that some action was necessary in light of 
the problem. No business, for example, 
could continue operations if sales fell 
comparable 
to 
such 
declining 
school 
enrollment. Any good businessman would 
shore up his operation in light of fact. 
Government 
must 
do 
the 
same. 
However, 
we 
strongly 
feel 
that 
the 
taxpayer, the people who shove in the 
operational money, have a perfect right to 
know just how much the school district 
expects to save by the actions taken this 
week. 
At 
no 
time 
during 
the 
long 
di scussi o n 
this 
week 
did 
the 
administration reveal what dollars and 
cents savings would occur. 
The school district operates at a near $13 
million budget. It would seem that they

recommendations and let us know. 
Our analysis of the recommendations 
indicates very little dollar and cents 
savings. Combining principalships results 
only in the savings of the difference 
between a principal and a teacher’s salary 
and the elimination of a principal s salary. 
Attrition loss of a psychologist, nurse and 
speech therapist is vague. When will such 
savings occur? Present staff could remain 
for sometime. Little savings in relationship 
to a $13 million budget is apparent in the 
assignment of one elementary secretary 
and one clerk to each of the consolidated 
units, 
reduction of custodial staff or 
conservation of unoccupied school space.

the record on amnesty over the 
years reflects a profound element in 
the American character based on 
forgiveness and the remission 
sins. 
As he delivered 
his 
noble 
second 
inaugural 
address 
calling for 
malice 
toward 
none 
and 
charity 
for 
all, 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
had already granted 
am nesty 
to 
the 
men in the armies 
of the south who had 
been in rebellion for 
four years. 
L in co ln s 
sweeping grant 
of 
am n esty 
went con trary 
to 
widespread feeling in the north. 
Atrocity stories largely fabricated 
had helped to inflame the hatreds of 
those demanding punishment for the 
sacrifices of a terrible war. 
In a curious way the amnesty 
issue arose after the end of the 
second world war. At Nuremberg 
German generals and industrialists 
were being tried as war criminals 
charged with the extermination of 
6,000,000 Jews and other minorities 
in the death camps. Daily reports 
told of death sentences meted out to 
those 
shown to have been the 
exterminators. 
At this point an unreconstructed 
southerner,’Rep. John E Rankin of 
Mississippi, rose on the floor of the 
House 
to 
demand 
that 
these 
“ disgraceful 
proceedings 
at 
Nuremberg” be stopped This would 
stir eternal enmity of the German 
people. 
“Suppose you people who won the 
war between the states,” Ranking 
said, 
addressing 
his 
northern 
colleagues, “had two and a half or 
three years after the war closed, 
hanged Jefferson Davis, Robert E. 
Lee, Nathan Bedford Forrest, Gen, 
John B. Gordon, Wade Hampton and 
all the other great leaders of the 
confederacy, how do you think we 
would have felt over it — even at 
this late date9 
“Suppose that Lee had won the 
battle of Gettysburg and brought 
that unfortunate conflict to a close 
in our favor and we had proceeded 
to hunt down Lincoln and Andrew 
Johnson, 
U.S. 
Grant, 
General 
Meade and all the great leaders of 
the northern side and then gone into 
the business world and destroyed 
the people who fought on your side, 


or supported your cause, how would 
you have felt over it?” 
A fellow southerner. Rep. E. E. 
Cox of Georgia, said that the de­ 
nazification program had done so 
much to help Russia that it might 
have 
been 
dictated 
by 
Stalin 
himself. But a northerner, Rep. 
Walter B. Huber of Ohio, denied 
there was any analogy between the 
leaders of both north and south and 
the Germans who had deliberately 
exterminated so many millions of 
innocent victims. 
As the cold war intensified after 
1947, with the determination to bring 
Germany into the western alliance 
as a military partner, a remarkable 
development occurred. On Jan. 31, 
1951, John J. McCloy, who as high 
commissioner was proconsul, issued 
an amnesty commuting the death 
sentences 
of 
many 
Nazi 
war 
criminals and freed others. Among 
those freed was Alfried Krupp of the 
great steel and munitions complex, 
who 
had 
been 
convicted 
at 
Nuremburg of using slave labor. 
How many were granted amnesty 
is

hidden 
by 
the 
secrecy 
barriers of the State Department. 
Most 
of 
those 
commuted 
had

already served time in prison and 
the 21 who escaped the gallows, 
among them high-ranking officials 
in the Hitler apparatus, got long 
sentences. 
But however unwarranted it may 
have been in light of the nature of 
the crimes and their horrifying 
consequences, the amnesty was a 
recognition that the eye-for-an-eye 
and tooth-for-a-tooth doctrine could 
not forever prevail if peace was to 
be restored. It is the intractable 
stance of President 
Nixon that 
presents amnesty as a moral issue 
that cannot be compromised. He 
exploited it in this way during the 
campaign. 


The President’s gratuitous slap at

With the ending of Phase Two, the

practices. The new budget does 
otherwise. 
It 
left

Antitrust 
Division of the Justice Department 
and the Federal Trade Commission 
virtually unchanged at their current 
tiny levels. Tripling the staff and 
beefing up enforcement would help 
competition 
and 
keep consumer 
prices lower by billions of dollars. 
One recent FTC study estimated 
price reductions of about 25 percent 
in concentrated industries such as 
soaps, breakfast cereals, copper, 
steel and autos once they were 
broken up into more competitive 
units. 
President 
Nixon was not 


interested in a more competitive 
economy. 
The overall budget seethes with 
hypocrisy .lt was sent to Congress on 
a cloud of rhetoric about frugality 
and fiscal integrity. Little was said 
that the 
huge anticipated deficit 
(some $12 billion) could have been 
avoided if President Nixon applied 
his principles of self-reliance to 
corporations which are now on the 
public dole. He could have started 
with $19 billion in corporate welfare 
payments composed of government 
subsidies, 
wasteful 
procurement 
practices and tax privileges. Special 
beneficiaries 
of 
such 
taxpayer 
largesse include the defense, drug, 
oil and maritime industries. 
Not only does the budget help 
make the poor, poorer and the rich, 
richer; it offers no new solutions or 
directions 
toward 
solving 
the 
country’s 
problems. 
For 
$268.7 
billion and a legion of laws, the 
taxpayers deserve more. 
We’ve 
only 
got 
one 
federal 
government and one big budget. 
We've got to make them both work 
better and more efficiently for all 
the people and for all levels of 
government. This country has more 
problems than it deserves but it also 
has more solutions than it uses. A 
political leadership is needed that 
adopts new ideas, releases new 
energies, and encourages citizen 
opportunities to tackle injustices.

In one of our moments of gazing, 
we 
noticed 
Jim 
Longtin’s 
cat, 
Casey, eyeing the hill. Soon he was 
joined by our cat, Rudolph Their 
eyes were frozen on a particularly 
large, broad-leaf weed that kept 
moving. 
They 
moved 
ever 
so 
slightly toward the movement until 
both cats were staring, straight 
down, at the center of the weed. 
The cats were so nervous they 
were shivering Suddenly, the weed 
went downward — about an inch 
The cats never moved. Again the 
weed 
went down and 
the cats

The third pull by the mysterious 
underground rodent found both cats 
leaping high into the air and on top 
of the weed They came up with 
nothing. Very soon they became 
disgusted and left the scene.

In light of today ’s meat p rices, we 
offer the entomologist’s suggestion 
on how to prepare the delight: Put 
the snails in a metal or glass 
container with a heavy lid and some 
provision for air. Keep the snails in 
the container for two days. Then 
heat water to boiling in a large pan 
and toss in the live snails. Boil for 15 
minutes, remove them from their 
shells and wash them several times 
Place them in clean water and boil 
again for 15 minutes Remove, rinse 
and dry. Heat a little butter in a 
frying pan and fry the boiled snails 


just enough to brown them. Serve 
them with a garlic sauce. 
Plenty of garlic sauce, we would 
suggest.
